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Major change for car tags in 1998 


If an individual purchases or ac- 
quires a vehicle having a current and 
valid tag, the new owner is required 
to remove the tag and return it to the 
-issuing official of his resident 
county. However, if the tag has ex- 
‘pired, the new owner is not required 
-to turn in the license plate to the is- 
‘suing official. 

There are two exceptions to the 

‘tag-follow-law in which certain dis- 
tinctive tags or standard license 
-plates will remain with the vehicle. 
’ One is related to the transfer of 
ownership from a parent to a child of 
a vehicle displaying Helping 
‘Schools, Collegiate, Environmental, 
or Personalized tag. 

The second involves the transfer 
of ownership to a surviving spouse 
of a vehicle. Note, however, that if a 
vehicle bears a distinctive license 
plate or a registration fee-exempt li- 
-cense plate for which the current 
owner would not qualify, the tag 
must be turned in to the licensing of- 
ficial within 30 days of the date in 
which the spouse obtains ownership. 
The current owner of the vehicle 
must then apply for registratiom of 
the vehicle and obtain a new tag. 

A new owner has ten calendar 
days in which to transfer his license 


plate from his previously owned ve- 
hicle to his newly acquired vehicle. 
The transfer fee will increase from 
$1.00 to $1.25, 

Failure to register the vehicle 
within the 10-day period will result 
in a $10 delinquent penalty. 

Act 96-746 also requires the mo- 
tor vehicle owners to retain a copy 
of their current year registration re- 
ceipt in the vehicle beginning with 
the 1998 registration year. 

Upon request, drivers must 
present the registration receipt to law 
enforcement officers for inspection. 
Failure to do so could result in a $50 
minimum fine. 

Additional information concern- 
ing the above changes may be ob- 
tained from the Coffee County Pro- 
bate Judge’s Office at 897-2211 in 
Elba or 347-2688 in Enterprise. 

The new year, 1998, will ring in 
some major changes for tag offices 
across the state. 

Alabama Legislative Act 96-746 
requires that a vehicle tag remain 
with the current license plate owner 
when a vehicle is sold, beginning 
January 1, 1998. 

According to William O. Gam- 
mill, Coffee County Probate Judge, 
this change in Alabama’s registra- 


tion law is A very important one for 
all vehicle owners. 

“No longer will motor vehicle 
tags remain with the vehicle follow- 
ing the sale or transfer of owner- 
ship,” Judge Gammill stated. “Be- 
ginning January 1, 1998, the 
passenger license plate or tag will be 
issued to the applicant or vehicle 
owner, not to the vehicle.” 

“This will be a major change for 
Alabamians who in the past have left 
the tag on a vehicle that was sold or 
traded,” explains Judge Gammill. 
“This legislation was enacted pri- 
marily to aid law enforcement per- 
sonnel in providing accurate infor- 
mation on vehicle ownership.” 

“Further, this Act will protect the 
seller of used vehicles from false 
charges against them when the new 
owner intentionally delays changing 
the registration on the vehicle,” he 
added. 

“All tags with the exception of 
the vintage tag will remain with the 
current tag owner for use on any 
subsequent vehicle the individual 
may own, as long as the subsequent 
vehicle requires the same tag classi- 
fication and fee as the previously 
owned vehicle,” explained Judge 
Gammill. 


County BOE makes policy changes

The monthly meeting of the Cof- 
fee County Board of Education held 
Tuesday was mostly routine. 

After eating lunch, board mem- 
bers met in the conference room 
Shortly after 12 noon and moved 
through a short meeting agenda. 

Superintendent Roger Bowden 
recommended a couple of changes 
be made in the board’s policy. One 
concerned volunteer transportation 
of students and the other pertained to 
teacher aides, 

A recent memo from the Alabama 
State Board of Education concerning 
volunteer drivers transporting stu- 
dents caused the superintendent to 
cease all such transportation. He, at 
that time, utilized school buses only 
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to be used in the transportation of 
students to any activity. 

The state’s memo was a result of 
a lawsuit that was filed in North Car- 
olina concerning this type situation. 

“We have found that it’s impossi- 
ble for us to transport every student 
that has to go on a trip by bus,” said 
Bowden. 

After reviewing the matter and 
looking at what other school systems 
are doing, Bowden recommended 
that the board implement the follow- 
ing policy. 

A form will be completed verify- 
ing that the person or persons trans- 
porting students are properly insured 
and the vehicles being used are safe. 
The school system will also provide 
additional insurance to cover the stu- 
dents. 

It was noted that it will be the re- 
sponsibility of the principal of each 
of the schools in the system to insure 
that the proper forms are filled out 
prior to the transportation of any stu- 
dents. 

The other recommendation from 
the superintendent concerned the hir- 
ing of teacher’s aides. 

It is a state requirement that all 
persons hired as teacher aides have a 
substitute teacher’s certificate, 

At the present time, the county 
system has not required a person to 
have the certificate prior to their be- 
ing hired as an aide; however, they 
were required to have a high school

Dear Ferrin, 

(This letter is in response to an ar- 
ticle by Rep. G. Moore that was in 
the Enterprise Ledger on Nov. 25, 
1997.) 

The current courthouse in Elba 
was completed in 1903, In that same 
year the legislature passed a law, lat- 
er declared unconstitutional, estab- 
lishing a branch courthouse in Enter- 
prise. 

In 1907, another act was passed 
that made provisions for separate ju- 
dicial districts centered in Enter- 
prise, and provided for branches of 
all principal county offices to be lo- 
cated there. 

Just because the act was passed 
for separate judicial districts 90 
years ago, by the will of the good 
people of Enterprise, does not make 
it outdated. 

The Supreme Court of Alabama 
has ruled that we continue to draw 
jurors from two separate pools for 
our judicial district. This should be 
proof enough that the 1907 act is not 
outdated. 

High profile punitive awards 
handed down by civil juries has 
nothing to do with separate judicial 
districts in our county -- the reason 
being that the State of Alabama does 
not have a cap on punitive awards, 

I agree with Gov. James that we 
should have a cap on punitive 
awards, but the cap should be a rea- 
sonable one - one that would be as 
fair to the plaintiff as it would be to 
industry. With a reasonable cap, in- 
dustry would be more attracted to 
Alabama and it would stimulate eco- 
nomic development. 

As far as the inability to gain 
criminal convictions in Coffee 
County, it has a lot more to do with 
how well prepared the District Attor- 
ney’s Office is and how well they 
present their cases. A jury can only 
consider the evidence as it comes to 
them from the witness stand. 

All investigators with the District 
Attorney’s Office should be school- 
certified in crime scene search, the 
gathering, preservation and presenta- 
tion of uncontaminated evidence. 

The people in Coffee County are 
not going to buy the concept that 
“hung juries” has now reared its ugly 
head and murders go unrequired be- 
cause of judicial districts. 

“Move on to something construc- 
tive, Rep. G. Moore."

The day of the next mecting 
came and I was there before 9 a.m., 
along with about 30 people from 
District 1.

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Both old classics and the new Christmas 


books can make great gifts for all children ;

With Christmas fast approach- 
ing, parents look for ways to edu- 
cate their children on the many as- 
pects of the Christmas season and 
at the same time, enjoy the holiday. 
According to some professors, li- 
brarians, parents and kids, one of 
the best ways to do this is through 
books. 

While there are many classics 
that stay on the market from year to 
year, each season brings new books 
with different slants 
the Christmas 
holidays are an op- 
portune time to 
search libraries and 
book stores for the 
perfect book, 

According to Patty os 
Dison, employee at © gaged 
the American Whole- 
sale Book Company 
in Florence, about 30 
books make the best 
sellers list each year, 
Of those books, some 
return year after year. 

The Polar Express by Chris Van 
Allsburg was published in 1985 
and is still considered a classic by 
many. 

Arthur's Christmas by Marc 
Brown has been a top seller since 
the early 90s. 

Alex Walsh’s The Small One 
has been ranked as a best seller 
since 1994 when Kathie Lee Gif- 
ford brought it to the public’s atten- 
tion on daytime television. 

The Small One was the most re- 
quested children’s book of the 1995 
Christmas season and has remained 
in the top ten since then. 

Each year new Christmas books 
for children enter the market and 
bring exceptional sales, mainly be- 
cause of the different slants these 
books take on the season. 

This year, three new books that 
highlight the Creole side of Christ- 
mas are at the top of the market. 

The Cajun Night Before Christ- 
mas by Trosclair, Cajun Ginger- 
bread Boy by Berthe Amoss and 
Feliciana Feydra LeRoux by Tynia 
Thomassie have made the top 30 


list. 

Other popular books include The 
Christmas Alphabet by Robert Sa- 
buda, Sanita Calls by William 
Joyce, Wild Christmas Reindeer by 
Jan Brett and The Christmas Mira- 
cle of Jonathan Toomey by Susan 
Wojciechowski. 

With all the classic and new 
books on the market, parents may 
wonder which book is right for 
their children. Blanch Gunter, li- 
brarian at Tuscaloosa Academy, 
said there are many components to 
look for when purchasing a book. 

“It is important to get a believa- 
ble story in a 
child's mind. This

(; ters need to catch 
the child’s atten- 
tion. That way, the 
child will ‘remem- 
ber the story and, 
, hopefully, take the 
lesson along with 
# him,” Gunter said. 
spose Susan Halliday, 
“mother of three, 
said a positive story line is critical. 

“If the story is positive, kids will 
remain happy while reading it and 
they will find pleasure from the 
book, which will encourage them to 
continue to read. Books should also 
have a moral and fit the occasion, 
such as Christmas,” Halliday said. 

Both Gunter and Halliday agree 
that religious aspects should be in- 
corporated with children’s books 
of the Christmas season. 

“In order to know where the sto- 
ry of Christmas originated, one 
must recognize the religious back- 
ground. However, it is important to 
find books that celebrate the season 
with many different cultures and re- 
ligious beliefs,’ Gunter said. 

“Children need to be thoroughly 
educated with the holiday and for 
that to happen, they must see other 
versions of the story besides the 
version of their religion,” Gunter 
added. 

Helen Davis-Thompson’s Let’s 
Celebrate Kwanzaa, teaches chil- 
dren the background of the African 
American Christmas holiday of 
Kwanzaa. While the Kwanzaa holi- 


; 


day has no religious ties, its main 
purpose is to spiritually and festively 
celebrate the oneness and goodness 
of life for Black Americans. 1 

Mart Gray, Youth and- Music 
Minister at First Baptist Churcheof 
Elba, agrees that parents should réad 
Christmas books that celebrate the 
holiday through many cultures. 

“If our children read books that 
will encourage them to learn and jn- 
derstand what Christmas means-to 
others around the world, then they 
will also learn to acknowledge dnd 
respect other's beliefs,” Gray said. 

Many books, such as Norma Si- 
mon’s The Story of Hanukkah, céle- 
brate the Jewish holiday of Hanuk- 
kah. Hanukkah is an eight-day 
holiday that is family centered and 
also known as “The Festival : of 
Lights”. , 

Susan Lawford said that with 
changing world, it is important that a 
book conveys the story of Christmas 
to children, : 

“A book can make Christmas go 
beyond presents and commercializa- 
tion. Children can understand the 
true concept of Christmas and not 
get tied-up so much in the money as- 
pect,” Lawford said. 

While some parents may stress 
the importance of believability and 
religion in books, most children 
place more emphasis on excitement 
and fun. 

Six-year-old, Tony Ellis, enjoys 
books that add to the Christmas 
mood. 

“T like the books about Santa be- 
cause it makes me ready for Christ- 
mas and ready for him to come see 
me,” Ellis said. 3 

Mary Elizabeth Halliday, 8, pre- 
fers Christmas books that tell a sto- 


ry. { 
“My favorite is The Grinch Who 
Stole Christmas,” Halliday said. ‘It 
talks about how the Grinch hated 
Christmas and did not want anybody 
to have it, but then he saw that eve- 
rybody liked it no matter what, so he 
started to like Christmas too.” ; 
Jason Taylor, 8, also enjoys 
books with a storyline. “ 
“I read Christmas books where 
the good guys stay good and the bad
